13. The costs of any award of arbit- 
raiors wade under this ordinance shall 
be paid out of the ganeral revenue 
fund: but should the said award sus- 
tain the appraisement made by the 


minisier of the loss or damage done! 


the amount of the indemnity to be 
paid under the said appraisement shall 
be reduced by the sum of ten dollars. 

(2\ In cases where an arbitration is 
asked for upon an appraisement of no 
loss or damage having been done the 
no-ification required oy the next pre- 
ceding section shal] be accompanied by 
ihe sum of ten dollars, which sum 
sbali be returned tf the minister’s ap- 
praisement is not sustained by the ar- 
bitrators A : 

15, Where no legisiative provision bas 
been made for so doing or where any 
provision made proves insufficient for 
the purpose, .all labjlities incurred 
under ihe authority of this ordinance 
may be paid out of the general revenue 
fund by warrant of tne Lieutenant 
Governor directed to the Territorial 
treasurer 

16. Afier the coming into force of this 
ordinance no company, association or 
societv shall ecarrg on the business of 
insurance against loss or injury to 
growing crops by bail.
